Lillle Rock, June 10 —(/I1)— The 


slate legislature did nol violalc Ihe 
constitutional prohibition 
against 


creation of permanent stale offices 
when II formed the stale labor de- 
partment and its employment se- 
curity division, the Supreme Court 
held today. 


The tribunal set aside

plaint by five Boonc county lax- 
payers that Ihc deparlment and 
its security division were operating 
illegally and overruled their efforts 
to avoid payment of the stale em- 
ployment sccurily tax.

The litigation was directed prin 


cipally at act 301, of 1941 creating 
the employment security divisioi 
ancl sought to require McCain to 
repay all tnx money the plainliffh 
had paid him and to enjoin fur 
thcr assessments. However, the val 
iclily of the labor department, au 
thorlzcd in 1937, also was involved 


The plaintiffs relied on an articl

N the summer of 1943 the men who make the decisions 
about the strategy of the war decided to open a new 


theatre of war: the Central Pacific. 


At that time we were already fighting the war against 


Japan in four theatres. In the south Pacific we were edging 
up from hard-won Guadalcanal.
